William  Carey  led  the  nuiElern  revival  of 
missions.  It  was  the  fruit  ipnder  God  of  an 
aroused  individual.  Bab  lists  gathered 
around  him.  So  did  other  Christian  bodies 
As  a separate  Christian  hodjl,  attending  to 
their  own  work,  those  early  English  Bap- 
tists were  not  "isolated"  so  pat  they  could 
not  influence  others  and  so  tj  |at  they  could 
not  receive  benefit  from  ot||ers.  (’arey 
translated  the  Scriptures  in<  > the  Eastern 
language,  giving  Baptizo  its  Ureal  meaning. 
The  English  interdenominational  society,  in- 
cluding Baptists,  was  forme.  | to  circulate 
this  translation.  Afterward  (the  Pedpbap- 
tist  members  of  the  society  ruhd  out  Carey’s 
translation  of  Baptizo.  where*  pon  the  Eng- 
lish Baptists  withdrew  from  tic  society  and 
formed  one  of  their  own. 

The  early  English  Baptist^  co-operated 
with  joy,  but  not  when  it  required  the  sac- 
rifice of  a principle.  Considrt > in  this, con- 
nection that  English  Baptists  Jrrew  rabidly 
in  these  days  and  through  thU'e-fourths  of 
the  nineteenth  eentury.  Thenjthey  became 
"liberal"  and  accepted  memlj  jrs  who  had 
not  obeyed  the  Scriptural  .requirements  held 
by  Baptists.  Sinee  then  Burnish  Baptists 
have  ceased  to  grow  at  all;  they!  are  actually 
declining  in  numbers  now.  'Their  power 
to  save  the  people  and  Metis  Ebclish  society 
is  sadly  on  the  wane  and  also  tq|ir  power  to 
help  other  Christian  bodies  by  (Die  stimulat- 
ing effeet  of  keeping  before  their  eyes  Bap- 
tist principles  in  their  fullness.  |lj 

Hudson  translated  the  Scriptqtes  into  the 
Burmese  language,  giving  Rapuzo  its  real 
meaning.  The  American  Bille  Society, 
made  up  of  seven  denomination!  circulated 
it  for  a time.  But  in  1836  the  [*edobaptist 
members  of  the  society  require  [l  that  the 
word  Baptizo  should  not  be  tminslated  to 
mean  what  it  means  in  the  New  Testament. 

American  Baptists  therouport  withdrew. 
They  believe  in  co-operation,  but  not  at  the 
expense  of  loyalty  to  Christ.  'Jlake  notice 
that  American  Baptists  have  gjnown  siace 
those  days  as  very  few  other  Christian  bod- 
ies'in  America.  Take  notice  farther  that 
exactly  now.  when  we  are  beginij  ing  to  hear 
much  about  “liberality"  among  Baptists,  the 
rate  of  growth  is  beginning  to  f<||l  off. 

Baptists  accept  the  principle  co-opera- 
tion, but  they  rightly  decline  to  accept  just 
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anything  dressed  up  and  intrhduced  as  co- 
operation. They  demand  the  right  first  to 
look  into  such  propositions  for  themselves, 
lest  perchance  there,  should  be  koine  Trojan 
horse  in  it,  pleasant  in  projposal,  but  ruin- 
ous when  once  received  within  the  Baptist 
fold. 

While  the  present  many-sided  campaign 
lasts  of  liberalism  against  group  loyalty,  it 
may  be  Well  to  study  co-operative  proposi- 
tions with  special  care  before  accepting 
them. 

The  Baptist  attitude  toward  co-operation 
with  others  is  well  expressed!  by  Dr.  William 
E.  Ifatehcr  in  "ThS  Home  Mission  Task.” 
He  says:  "I.et  Baptists  co-operate  to  the 
extent  of  their  liberality,  but  let  them  not 
sacrifice  the  truth  to  go  with  th<*  multitude. 
If  their  contention  is  true, « it  cannot  be  dis- 
pleasing to  their  Lord,  and  if  they  must  suf- 
fer in  order  to  he  true,  let  them  be  true  and 
rejoice  that  they  are  counted  worthy  to  suf- 
fer." ' 

These  are  some  of  the  conditions  today 
that  lend  themselves  to  help  kill  denomina- 
tional group  loyalty  and  givie  usi  instead  an 
all  in-one, church,  such  as  Europe  had  in  the 
Middle  Ages — with  the  most  disastrous  re- 
sults to  pure  Christianity  that  the  world 
has  ever  seen ! 

Is  There  a Program  to  Kill  the  Denomina- 
tions? 

Are  these  conditions  working  toward  a re- 
sult by  chance  and  without  purposeful  di- 
rection! No  grotip  of  gentlemen  have  an- 
nounced to  the  public  that  they  are  main- 
taining an  organization  and  propaganda  to% 
kill  the  Christian  denominations.  Perhaps 
they  are  too  modqst  to  let  themselves  be 
known. 

If  one  will  study  the  publicity  output  of 
hooks — scores  of  books,  magazine  articles, 
etc.,  that  have  emanated  from  the  press  in 
the  last  ten  years,  either  especially  directed 
against  loyalty  to  religious  group,  or  inci- 
dentally discrediting  it  on  every  convenient 
occasion,  as  some  mission  study  books  do, 
he  will  find  the  conviction  growing  that  a 
persistent  campaign  is  under  way  m the  in- 
terest of  a great  "Union  Clurch,"  to  be 
built  on  the  wreck  of  the  Chr  stiah  denomi- 
nations. 

As  to  the  Undenominational  "Movement*.” 

If  one  is  not  convinced  byj  this,  let  him 
consider  the  clock-like  regularity  with  which 
in  recent  years  one  undenominational 
"movement”  after  another  is  foisted  upon 
the  religions  bodies  of  the  countty.  Con- 
ceived in  some  undenominational  quarter, 
their  whole  hope  of  success  and  their  defi- 
nite purpose  is  by  world-wise  manipulation 
and  advertisement  to  pull  the  people  of  the 
various  Christian  bodies  into  the  "move- 
ment" and  set  them  to  carrying  on  the 
"movement’s"  work  rather  than  their  own 
work.  This  charge  is  justified  by  their 
habitually  igaoring  the  work,  preference  and 
prior  plans  of  every  Christian  body  they  seek 
to  enlist. 

We  are  not  discrediting  the  good  these 
movements  may  do.  We  rejoice  in  all  the 
good  they  accomplish.  But  we  are  protesting 
against  their  impertinence  in  declining  to 
recognize  what  the  various  Christian  bodies 
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are  doingi  or  to  adjust  their  plans  to  the 
exegeneiea  created  by  the  constant  engage- 
ment of  those  bodies  in  other  absorbing  ac- 
tivities, according  to  their  own  plans  and 
ideals,  Vhich  are  sorely  none  the  less  trust- 
worthy in  that  they  are  the  exponent  of  the 
heaven-born  desires  of  a group  that  is  ac- 
tually on  the  job,  instead  of  merely  dream- 
ing dre*un|  for  others  to  execute. 

Broppsiiig  plfcns  that  often  mean  the  ov-

enemy  of  4h«  work  the  "movement”  stands 
for,  thmurli  they  stood  for  it  long  before  the 
1 * movement  ’ wlay  dawned. 

Do  all  thjrs*  expedients  of  religious  liberal- 
ism, following  one  after  another,  pressing 
always,  jtoupird  the!  same  end.  "just  happen 
so!"  OrHs  there  an  insidious  powerful 
propa^andMin  planned  and  matured  in 
Amcrieg  b><  an  undenominational  group  who 
have  constituted  themselves  into  a body*  to 
h^lp  the  great  Christian  bodies  along  tow- 
ard a demise!  What  Ho  Baptists  think  of 
it,  and  whit  will  they  do!.
